He denied with emphasis that this gov- 
frnment had ever undertaken by treaty 
to interfere with tlie constitutional rights 
of California. | | 

“IT challenge any on® to find in the 
treaty a word gnaranteeing to Japanese 
Fesidents the tight to enter public 
Schools of the states at al}, much legs to 
enter them in defiance of state laws and 
regulations. 

“The United States government cannot 
compel a state to create public schools 
at all. The schools were creatures of 
State laws, maintained by state taxation 
and subject only to state ¢ontrol. The 
right of residence guaranteed to the 
Japanese impiled to the right to work 
and make a living, but not to go to 
School. But een if the right of resij- 
dence did carry with it the right to en. 
ter public schools,” he added, ‘it did 
not Carry any exception from the right 
of separation jin the schols The treaty 
with Japan provideq@ that the Japanese 
‘must conform themselves to the lawe, 
police regulations of the country like 
native citizens’ Can it be contended that 


Japanese aliens have acquired higher 
Privileges than they would have as citi- 
zens of the (tnited States?’ 


He contended that the president ought 
to have followed the example of Mr. 
Blaine in tlie case of the lynching of 
Italian citizens in New Orleans. There 
was a treaty With Italy which guaran- 
teed protection to Italian citizens, but 
When the Italian government complained 
Mr. Blaine informed it that Italian citi- 
Zens had no higher rights than American 
citizeng and that the right to punish for 
murder was the exclisive province of the 
States where the crime was committed. 


No Apology for Constitution. 


Mr. Frazier said he did not belleve we 
had reached the point where we must 
apologize for our constRution or ehange 
its character by construction at the dic- 
tation of a foreign power. 

Our trouble with Japan, he had 
Ms origin in our colonial policy which had 
inepired a fear in the nations of the east 
that we were attempting to duminate the 
Politica and commerce of the Orient 

Mir. Frazier dwelt at length on the re- 
cent speech of Secretary Root, which he 
declared to Tie a threat to wipe out state 
lines and absorb al! power of the state 
Mito the government. 

“When,” he said, “the states are de- 
prived of the right to judge whether and 
how far they shall exercise their powers 
Wwe cease to be a free people. The secre- 
tary intimated that this usurpation of 
power was necessary to control the 
trusts. Before seeking to rob the stafes 
of their mower, let the federal govern- 
ment use its own. Ilet it reduce the 
monstrous taritf which had built up and 
Was protecting the trust.’

Secretary Root. he said, had evolved 


@ constructive recess and had: recently 
visited the capitals of the south to show 
them the big stick and tell them to be 
peed nnd pay their debts. ®hese were 
the people who were crying for more 
and greater power ; 

“This,” he said, “should not be made 
A party question, but if the republican 


party chooses to go to battlé upon an 
issue for the conyplete subversion of the 
rights of the States the democratic party, 
always the party of the constitution, will 
Accept the isstie.. But the question rises 


@bove party: 1t woes to the very preserva- 
tion of our wisely-devised system of dual 
government under which we have so mar- 
velously grown and prospered as a neo- 
ple.’’

Married 
at 15 to a woman of 22, whom he never 
loved, yet he remained true to her for 
years and the fond father of her many 
children He himself was so beloved 
by his people that so late as 1746 the 
news of his dangerous illness on the 
battle field moved the nation to pray- 
ers and tears and won for him that 
title of Le Bien Aime, which, in the 
hands of Carlyle, becomes so lurid a 
sarcasm upon his desolate deathbed. 

Nothing, indeed, could have been 
more auspicious than the opening of 
his reign. Nothing was more gloomy 
and terrible that its close. The con- 
trast is even pictorially enforced. One 
finds it difficult to recognize the beau- 
tiful and blooming youth of Vanloo’s 
portrait in the dull 
cheeked sensualist painted by the same 
artist thirty years later. 

Had Louis been born into a batter age 
there might not have been this. awful 
chasm between beginning and end, 
Called to the throne when only five 
years of age, he preserved his young 
manhood unspotted from the corrup- 
tion that surrounded him. But a court 
so vicious could not tolerate a king so 
virtuous. His very virtues were a pro- 
test against its own demoralization. 
Messieurs and mesdames never halted 
until they had made him one of them- 
selves. 

And some of the messieurs, bear in 
mind, were monseigneurs—monseign- 
eurs whose title was an ecclesiastical 
one. 

Indeed. his first open immorality was 
practically forced upon him by the ri- 
valry of the parties, religious and secu- 
lar, who fought for his mastery. When 
he was only 20, a cabal, headed by the 
dowager duchess de Bourbon, was 
formed to supply him with a mistress 
who would counteract the influence of 
Cardinal Fleury and restore that of 
Monsieur le Duc. 

That infamous lady even selected the 
daughter of their own son for the posi- 
tion. Tt was Cardinal Fleury who baf- 
fled her with her own weapons by sub- 
stituting the Comtesse de Mailly, whose 
venal husband was teadily bought over 
to consent to the liaison.
